Christine Duncan 

A musical chameleon, Christine Duncan uses her voice as an instrument, in a wide range of diverse musical styles. 
She is involved in everything from jazz, R&B, gospel, improvised music, sound poetry, to new music, opera, and 
musique actuelle. Duncan performs with many musical groups and projects, notably with Hugh Fraser’s VEJI 
(Vancouver Ensemble of Jazz Improvisation) since the mid 1990s, and Barnyard Drama with drummer/electronic 
artist Jean Martin since 2002. She directs the Element Choir, and with Martin leads the Element Choir Project (a 
touring, improvising choir project). Duncan and the Element Choir have also been performing with Tanya Tagaq 
since 2014, and she performs with Tagaq on voice and theremin as well. An active educator, Christine Duncan has 
been teaching in the jazz programs at Humber College and the University of Toronto since 2003. 


Kontraband Kollektif 

Kontraband Kollektif (led by Lieke van der Voort) was created in 2016. Refusing to tie herself down to an ensemble 
and longing for extended collaborations, Lieke decided that an open concept collective would be the ideal 
solution. Kontraband Kollektif is an always shifting and moving collaborative collective: anybody can be a part of 
it. Lieke composes the material, usually with specific musicians in mind. The style of music generally falls in art 
music/jazz and avant garde. Improvisation plays an extensive part in this collective’s aesthetic and most pieces are 
of a guided-improvisational nature.
